80 Commanded by Staff Captain Pavlovsky, (fnu), the topographical unit of the 
Ililitary Geographic Institute at Prague did survey 'work in the border area 
west of Tachov vN 3>0/P 5U) on 12 June 1950, The headquarters of the unit 
was billeted at the Tachov market place , The unit consisted of six sections 
of seven men each, including a section leader 0 Source said that similar 
survey units were stationed at Zebraky (Petlarn (U 5o/P ^3)), Lesna (Schoen- 
wald N $r/ P I 4 . 3 ) ^ Kynzvart (K 5l/F 56), Frantiskovy, Lazne (W 51/P 27) and As 
(M 5l/P 18)0 


9c Surveying was done in the areas of Rozvadov (itosshaupt h£o/P 53) and Br oumov 
(Prommenhof N 5o/P 55) and was scheduled to be completed by September 1950, 
It was observed that during the work large quantities of barbed wire and 
unassembled che^aux-de-frise were dumped 5 or 6 km from the border.
